Penn and I are wondering about the damage to the Original of the ^apruder film. I t 
seems 'to rre at any rate, most, unlikely that LI 72 would themselves have been careless 
enough to have allowed such an expensive and valuable historical document to get damaged, 
and the question here is: what is the precise history of the origial film? Did Zapruder 
turn it directly over to LIFE, or was there an FBI or 32 intermediary'' It is, in add- 
ition hard to believe that such agencies would have deliberately mutilated the film, 
Wsnsa' at that time the true significance of the film was not understood. Also, as 
Penn says, this announcement, coming a3 it doed at so late a date is enough to make one 
incredulous.
